NEED NOT APPLY 


Railway Committee Adopts a Re- 
solution Which Makes it Easy 


for Bona Fide Railways but 


Hard for Hawkers 


Owing to the Walker banquet at the 
Fort last night, yesterday’s afternoon 
session of the legislature was short 
and there was no night session at all, 
consequently not a great deal of busi- 
ness was done. ‘The principal features 
on the legislative program were the 
bill to limit the right to dispose of 
land, and a group of railway bills. 

At the railway committee in the af- 
ternoon, previous te the sitting of the 
House, a resolution was adopted advis- 
ing, or recommending to the House that 
certain rules be followed in the giv- 
ing of railway chariers, up until such 
time as the Government brings in a 
general railway act, which will prob- 
ably be at the next session of the leg- 
islature. 

The recommendations indicate more 
clearly than anything that has hereto- 
fore come before the House that there 
lis to be no monopoly in Alberta, and 
they practically sound the kneli of the 
charter monger, so far as this province 
is concerned. The report, which was 
adopted by the House, almost without 
debate, reads as follows: 

To the Railway Committee:— 
Gentlemen: 

Your sub-committee, appointed to con- 
sider and report upon the conditions 
in which a Railway Charter should be 
granted by the Legislature at this Ses- 
sion, beg leave tp report that they have 
given the matters referred to them 
some care and would respectfully make 
the following recommendations— 

1 The place from which and the 
place to which the main line of the 
proposed Railway is to be built should 
be epecified in the Act of Incorporation. 

9. The power.to build branch lines 
should be limited to lines of a certain 
length which we leave to the committee 
to decide. 

8 Within twelve months after the 
passing of the Act of incorporation, 
maps and plans should be filed, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council of the main 
line and of proposed branches subject 
to the right of variation therefrom at

FRENCH CONSUL MISSING. 

San Francisco, April 25.—Following 
the unfortunate killing of Major Til- 
den of the general relief committee on 
Sunday by some self-constituted vigi- 
lants, the city patrols and e!l guards 
will be disarmed and troops both reg- 
ular and militia will be instructed not 
to shoot except in cases of extreme ne- 
cessity. No trace of Count De la Roc- 
ca, the French Consul, has yet been 
found.

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 

It will probably never be known how 
many perished in the San Francisco 
Estimates vary from 1000 to 
5000 people. Most of the victims are 
in morgues, unidentified, or in the ru- 
ins. Hundreds have been taken from 
the ruins, but many were entirely con- 
sumed in the buildings, and their num- 
bers can never be known.
